While Canada is observing its Centennial, the 
Winnipeg Bible College marks its 43rd year. 

The purpose of the Winnipeg Bible College is 
closely related to its history. The need for more 
evangelists and trained Christian leaders during the 
first half of the first century of Canada's existence 
was obvious, but the question of where to secure 
this leadership was a real problem. 

The Winnipeg Bible Training School, as it was 
initially called, was brought into being on January 
4, 1925 under the direction of Rev. H. L. Turner. 
Twenty-four students enrolled in the day and 
evening classes during that first year. 


more completely. A group of 26 day students 
gathered together to begin a class in the center of 
the city in a small building. In 1928 the name of 
the school was changed to Winnipeg Bible College; 
and again in 1929 to Winnipeg Bible Institute to be¬ 
come more closely identified in name and function 
with the great Bible Institute movement of that day. 

Incorporation by a special act of the Manitoba 
Legislature in 1948 gave the school the "right, 
power, and privilege... to grant degrees in 
theology... " In 1964 the Manitoba Legislature 
allowed the name of the school to become the 
"Winnipeg Bible College" again, so that its name 
would be more in keeping with its purpose and 
practice. 


The next fall the Rev. Percival Cunday be¬ 
came Dean of Faculty and organized the school 
















Time, however, hasn't changed the purpose of 
the Winnipeg Bible College. It continues to be as 
it was originally: "... to give systematic instruction 
in the Word of God, to promote the deepening of 
the spiritual life, and to train young people for 
practical Christian service. " 

To accomplish this task, a strong emphasis is 
placed upon the English Bible, with 26 semester 
hours being the absolute minimum for any major. 

As the student is instructed in the Word of God and 
related courses such as Personal Evangelism, Mis¬ 
sionary Principles, Bible Interpretation, Bible 
Doctrineand Greek(the original language of the 
New Testament), there will be the promotion of 
the deepening of his spiritual life. It is required 


that the student of the College also take The 
Educational Program of the Church, Public Speak¬ 
ing, Homiletics and Principles of Teaching, to en¬ 
able him to impart Christian truth to others. So 
that the student may effectively meet and minister 
to the world in which he lives. Sociology, World 
History, Cultural Anthropology, Philosophy, and 
Psychology are a part of his discipline. 

To meet the needs of today, to provide train¬ 
ing and preparation for advanced theological 
studies, and to continue personal growth, Winnipeg 
Bible College seeks to challenge and to equip 
young men and women for leadership by the use of 
the Word of God and by the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit working in the individual life.

Dr. Whitcomb (Th. D.) is professor of Old Test¬ 
ament and Director of Post Graduate Studies at Grace 
Theological Seminary, Winona Lake, Indiana. 

He has long been interested in the relationship 
of scientific studies to the Bible. This was espe¬ 
cially evident in the presentation of his lectures at 
Winnipeg Bible College. He is noted for his adher¬ 
ence to the accuracy of Scripture and for his ability 
to aid young people in resolving some of the appar¬ 
ent conflicts between Science and the Bible. 

Perhaps a glance at Dr. Whitcomb's topics for 
the lectureship will illustrate the intensive study he 
has done in this area. These were as follows: 

Modern Science and Biblical Miracles 
How May We Defend the Bible? 

Genesis and Evolution 
The Creation of the World 
The Creation of Adam and Eve 
The Flood and the Final Judgment 
What is Man? 

The Original Perfection of the World 
The Flood and Modern and Modern Geology 
Throughout the course of the lectures many 
interested friends, alumni, and pastors took the 
opportunity to visit the college. Dr. Whitcomb’s 
messages showed to those who heard him, that the 
Biblical approach to creation is not only logical, 
but necessary for the Christian in his understanding 
of Genesis. 
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The highlights of the year mission-wise were 
threefold.

With each meal, a short program was presented 
illustrating the need for missions in that particula 
area, country or continent. 


Secondly, weekly offerings were taken in chapel 
to support Ed and Joyce Peasgood, and Ken Barron, 
as they train for full time missionary service.

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PRELIMINARY GUIDE TO CAMPUS DEVELOPMENT 


GENERAL PHILOSOPHY 

1. Building materials should be planned for permanent construction. Economy should be sought 
wherever possible, where quality and appearance are not sacrificed. 

2. The Master Plan and buildings should be imaginative and distinctive, utilizing the esthetic qua¬ 
lities of the location, while remaining conservative enough for economic construction. 

3. Consideration should be given to a central heating unit for the entire campus. 



DORMITORY FACILITIES 
A. GENERAL PRINCIPLES 

1. The dormitories should accommodate approximately fifty students each. 

2. Two dormitories should be planned for the first stage. A third should be in the immediate 
plans and be added as soon as the need warrants it - possibly by the fall of 1968. 

3. Plans should allow for expansion of boys' and girls' dormitory facilities within each given 
area of development. 

4. While the boys' and girls' dormitories should be kept separate, they should be joined to a 
common lounge and food services area. 

5. It would be advantageous to have room arrangements suitable for single students but easily 
adaptable for married students - at least on a temporary scale. (Two rooms joined by one 
bath could accommodate 4 single students or one couple. For single students, this arrange¬ 
ment would also limit hallway traffic and commotion.)

FATHERS OF CONFEDERATION — The meeting of the Fathers of Confederation at Quebec in 1864 led to the union of the p ov- 
inces in Confederation in 1867. 


On July 22, 1793 — Alexander MacKenzie successfully 
reached the Pacific by land. Commemorating the event at 
Dean Channel, MacKenzie inscribed the above message upon 
a large flat rock. At mouth of Bella Coola River in British 
Columbia, the rock has been found and the inscription 
restored.

Macdonald acted as conference chairman and, on July 1, 
1867, when the British North America Act uniting the prov¬ 
inces went into operation, he became the first prime minister 
of the Dominion of Canada. 


On March 31, 1949, Newfoundland became the tenth prov¬ 
ince to enter Confederation, thus completing the unification 
of Canada from "sea to sea" as envisioned by the Fathers of 
Confederation back in 1867.

OPENING OF THE KLONDIKE — A major gold strike was 
made on Rabbit Creek in the Klondike on August 17, 1896. The 
discoverer was George W. Carmack. A few daysafter the discovery, 
Rabbit Creek became known 
by the more dramatic name of 
Bonanza. 


Gold had been found many 
years before the great strike 
but in small deposits. The 
Carmack discovery precipi¬ 
tated the famous gold rush 
which hit its peak in the spring 
of 1898. It is estimated that 
100,000 persons actually set 
out for Dawson City. 


1770-1857: DAVID THOMP¬ 
SON in May, 1807 accompa¬ 
nied by his wife and family, 
crossed the Rockies by what is 
now known as Howse Pass. 
He was the first white man to 
travel the full length of the 
Columbia River. 


EXPLORER - THOMPSON 


ROALD AMUNDSEN, in the 
schooner Gjoa, arrived at 
Nome, Alaska, the first com¬ 
pleted traverse of the North- 
West Passage. He is also 
credited with laying down the 
exact location of the north 
magnetic pole. 


SIR WILFRID LAURIER - 
Leader of the Canadian Liberal 
Party, 1887-1919; prime min¬ 
ister of Canada, 1896-1911. 
Laurier devoted his life to fur¬ 
thering the cause of Canadian 
unity. 



QUEBEC BRIDGE, A HISTORY OF DISASTER - The now amn 
bridge was started in 1900, collapsed on August 29, 1907 killil 
seventy-five workmen. Reconstructed in 1913, the bridge c laps 
again on September 11, 1916 killing 1 3 more people. The brii v 
finally constructed in 1917 and has remained standing sin c. T: 
bridge was constructed to link Quebec City with the trade ar i cot 
merce of the south shore on the St. Lawrence. 



FIRST WORLD WAR 1914-1918: On October 16, First Ca¬ 
nadian Contingent of over 33,000 troops landed at Plymo ath, 
England. More than four hundred thousand Canadians "pro¬ 
ceeded overseas” to make the world safe for democracy. FiftJ 
thousand soldiers died. 





















WORLD WAR II - 1939-1945: In World War II a 
total of 1,086,771 Canadians were in uniform. It was 
going to be a short war; that was the feeling, it lasted 
six long years.

Can you imagine for one moment this great country of ours 
in the year 2067? That’s one-hundred years from now and if 
the acceleration of our growth was to maintain the same pace, 
Canada would still be one ofthe leading nations of the world 
— if not the leader. 

But to sit and contemplate and try to forecast the future is 
not how this country was built, and crystal-ball gazing has 
never been a set formula for success. It is the wisdom, 
courage and action of great men like Sir John A. Macdonald, 
Laurier, Borden and others that has helped to make this 
country what it is today. 

So how can we as individuals, even dare, to think about or 
even voice opinions on how this country will look to the eyes 
of the world in the next one-hundred years. 

Impossible? Not really. Perhaps to look back in order to 
look ahead is the answer. That great span of time from 1867 
to 1967 has served us well, and the accomplishments of the 
Canadian people have constantly multiplied over the years. 

For example. From a small beginning back in 1750 a pri¬ 
mary textile industry was established in Quebec. Today, the 
textile and clothing industry in Canada has a work force of 
185,000 workers and the annual production in Quebec 
alone totals about $700 million. 

In 1803, the first Canadian paper mill established near 
Lachute, Quebec produced paper from rags, and forty-one 
years later, Charles Fenetry, lumberman’s son of Sackville, 
N.S., revealed details of his discovery of how to make paper 
from ground pulp. This was the start of the pulp and paper 
industry, which today generates one dollar in eight of in¬ 
comes of all Canadians. Newsprint paper is now a leading 
Canadian export commodity. 

Canada’s first motor vehicle is believed to have been an 
electric car built in 1893 by the Dixon Carriage Works in 
Toronto. In 1965 Canadian automobile assembly lines pro¬ 
duced 710,711 cars and 144,765 commercial vehicles. At 
the end of 1965 the total number of vehicles in use was 
almost 6,725,400. In 1882 the first practical use of electricity 
was put into operation in a Quebec textile mill who gener¬ 
ated its own power. Ever since, Hydro growth has continued 
to rise with a total output of electrical energy at a staggering 


42 billion kilowatts in 1946, 134 billion in 1964 and 3 
billion in 1965. Canada’s first nuclear power statior a 
20,000 kilowatt experimental plant at Rolphton, Onta 
opened in 1962. 

In the area of transportation, Canada’s first road was a i i- 
mile, log-surfaced stretch built by Champlain in 1606. o 
date, the country has more than 430,000 miles of highw; s, 
including the famous Trans-Canada Highway whichstretc :s 
a total of 5,160 miles and was built at a cost of $6 5 
million. 

The first flight in Canada of a heavier-than-air machine uni r 
its own power (McCurdy’s Silver Dart) took place in 19 ( 
Today there are over 5,000 licensed aircraft, more than h If 
of them private planes. Canadian air carriers transport m< e 
than 5.5 million passengers a year. 

Back in 1867, the population of Canada was 3,689,000 w \ 
a total of 80,300 students and some 1 3,559 teachers in c r 
schools. It is predicted that the student population will e 
4,000,000 with 189,705 teachers out of a total populati i 
of 19,500,000 in 1967. 

In late 1965 the Bladen commission, appointed by the l 
sociation of Universities and Colleges of Canada, forecast 1 
total expenditures of universities would rise from $4 ) 
million in 1963-64 to $1.3 billion in 1970-71 and to $2 ) 
billion in 1975-76; the commission also forecasted that enn 
ment would rise from 201,000 in 1965-66 to 461,000 i 
1975-76, or from less than seven per cent of the 184 1 
years age group to about 16 per cent. 

Fact upon fact, figure upon figure, there are enough to fill a 
million pages and more and all of them relating to progres 
Canada is still a very young country with fresh ideas and tl 
most important quality that is synonymous with the young 
AND THAT IS VITALITY. 

Where does Canada go from here? For a start, during it 
Centennial year the country will be host to some 70 countric 
from April 28 to October 27 during the Expo ’67 Worl 
Fair to be held in Montreal; host to over 33 different coui 
tries during the Fifth Pan-American Games to be held froi 
July 22nd to August 7th, in Winnipeg. Aren’t you prou 
to be a Canadian?
